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New Wesh'n Hotel ready ter landing near airport

Developers of the new $85 million Westin Hotel in 
Romulus, scheduled to open Dec. 15 at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, took another step forward in the 
venture Nov. 12 when members of the Romulus City 
Council approved their request for a new liquor license 
and dance-entertainment permit The 404-room, 350,000- 
square-foot hotel will be connected to the new 
McNamara Terminal. There is 26,000 square feet of meet- 
I ing and banquet space with a total of 28 meeting rooms. 

The permit allows for Sunday sales, dance-entertain¬ 
ment outdoor service, bar and food. It will not allow top¬ 
less dancing. Eric Seise Jr, new general manager of The 
Westin Detroit Metropolitan Airport said that the new 11- 
story hotel at 2501 World Terminal Place will have a full- 


service kitchen, restaurant, lounge/bar and banquet facili¬ 
ties. The restaurant, called DEMA, will offer the usual 
fare as well as several dishes with an Asian influence. 
The restaurant will be able to seat from 170 to 190 and 
will feature a full bar The banquet area has a proposed 
30-foot by 30-foot dance area, according to Seise. A fitness 
and indoor pool will be available. 

Patrons seated at the Flight Deck Lounge at the 
restaurant will not only be able to watch landings and 
takeoffs but will also be able to plug in their laptop com¬ 
puters and work in a quiet environment An exhibition 
food area is also planned. “You’ll be able to watch them 
cook your food,” Seise said. 

The hotel will include an eight-story atrium with 
reflecting pools and 55-foot bamboo trees. 

“We will complement a world class terminal with a 
world class hotel,” Seise said. “You won’t feel like you’re 


in an airport” Seise recently moved from Phoenix, AZ, to 
be the general manager at the Westin Hotel at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport He was previously employed at the 
Sheraton Crescent Hotel in Phoenix and before that the 
Hilton Deerfield in Deerfield, FL. 

Amenities will include high-speed Internet service, 
video conferencing and a video-on-demand service in 
which guests will be able to start stop and rewind the 
movie of their choice. 

Hotel Investors of Michigan Inc. and Wayne County 
requested the liquor license and dance-entertainment 
permit from the state Department of Consumer & 
Industry Services Liquor Control Commission. Local leg¬ 
islative approval is required for new and transferring on¬ 
premises licenses, according to the commission.

Belleville treasurer

Sean Billingham, treasurer of 
the City of Belleville, is taking 
another step up the career lad¬ 
der by accepting a new position 
Nov. 19 as deputy treasurer of 
Van Buren Township. He will 
start his new job on Dec. 2,2002. 

Billingham, who has served as 
treasurer of Belleville for five 
years, will be working with 
Sharry Budd, treasurer for Van 
Buren Township. 

“I’m excited, and I’m very glad 
that he decided to come over to 
Van Buren Township,” Budd 
said. 

The vacancy for the deputy 
treasurer position in Van Buren 
Township was created when the 
current deputy, Bruce Malinczak, 
accepted a new position as assis¬ 
tant treasurer of Canton 
Township. He begins his new job 
on Nov. 26,2002. 

Malinczak, of Cambridge 
Township near Irish Hills, gradu¬ 
ated from Eastern Michigan 
University with a degree in 
accounting 

“I think it’s an opportunity for 
me to move forward,” he said. 
“It’s a bigger community. The 
money wasn’t really an issue. It’s 
a pennanent position. In this job, 
the deputy treasurer can leave if 
the treasurer leaves. It’s at the 
whim of the treasurer They can 
bring in a new person anytime. 
That was the motivating factor,” 
he said. 

At the Nov. 18 Belleville City 
Council meeting, members 
approved a resolution to contact 
the Civil Service Commission 
about increasing Billingham’s 
salary from $40,560 to a level 
equal to the deputy treasurer 
salary at Van Buren Township— 
about $55,000. 

Billingham appeared at the 
Nov. 18 council meeting to see if 
the city might be able to match

the salary increase Van Buren 
Township had offered. However, 
the increase would have had to 
be approved by the Civil Service 
Commission first since the com¬ 
pensation plan has to be 
approved by the commission and 
the city council. “The charter 
doesn’t indicate that either of 
them has to initiate the change,” 
Steven Walters, Belleville city 
manager, said. 

“I don’t want to leave,” 
Billingham told council mem¬ 
bers. “I’ve developed good work¬ 
ing relationships here. But it’s 
$15,000. That’s compelling.” 

He said his decision to take 
the new job was based on his 
conversation Nov. 18 with 
Walters “He talked to me about 
some of the pros and cons,” 
Billingham said. 

“I’ve told them that I’d come 
back on weekends and evenings 
if they need me, just to keep 
them going,” he said. “I’m sure 
there will be some sort of con¬ 
tractual relationship, although 
those details haven’t been 
worked out yet I’m very grateful 
for what the city of Belleville did 
for me. Its opened a lot of oppor¬ 
tunities for me.”

tors and chemotherapy. 

“My breast cancer was diag¬ 
nosed at stage four,” Yates said. 
“My doctor says I have a 30 per¬ 
cent chance of survival. That’s 
pretty low.” 

Not only is Yates fighting for 
her own life but also for the lives 
of her two children - a 13-year- 
old daughter who’s an outstand¬ 


ing student and a young son bat¬ 
tling Osgood Schlatter’s disease. 
Her son recently had spinal 
fusion surgery and is now home 
schooled. 

“Since my immune system is 
weakened by the chemo, my 
oncologist was surprised I stayed 
at the hospital during my son’s 
surgery,” she said. “But he’s my 
son. I couldn’t stay away during 


his suigery. I’m his mother. I had 
to be there with him.”

The 23-year-old was arraign¬ 
ed on five felony charges, includ¬ 
ing felony murder and armed 
robbery Roberts’ bond was set at 
$250,000 cash. His preliminary 
examination is also scheduled 
for Nov. 27. 

The Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s Office issued the following 
warrants on Nov. 15 to all three 
males: homicide-felony murder 
(up to life sentence); home inva¬ 
sion-first degree (maximum 20- 
year sentence); robbery-armed 
(life sentence or any term of 
years); felony firearm (maximum 
two-year sentence); firearm pos¬ 
session by a felon (maximum 
five-year sentence) and habitual 
offender.

Romulus cops seek 
help to stop break-ins 


The Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment is making an appeal to area 
residents to help the depaitment 
put a stop to a rash of break-ins 
in the community. 

During the past several 
months, the department has 
noticed an increase in both resi¬ 
dential and commercial break- 
ins, according to Police Chief 
Charles Kirby. Although the 
department has made several 
arrests in recent weeks, it is still 
important for local residents and 
business owners to protect them¬ 
selves against this type of crime, 
Kirby said. 

The following suggestions 
may help protect citizens against 
becoming a victim of break-ins:

Parents of Northville High 
School students were recently 
updated about the progress of a 
plan of action in wake of the traf¬ 
fic accident involving two stu¬ 
dents that occurred Oct 22 out¬ 
side of the school. 

Northville School Superinten¬ 
dent Leonard Rezmierski, along 
with Northville Township Police 
Chief John Werth, addressed a 
group of parents present at the 
regular meeting of the Parent 
Teacher Student Association 
(PTSA) at Northville High School 
Nov. 8. Rezmierski said district 
administrators met with the 
township police department, fire 
department and the township 
manager to discuss what needs to 
be done to ensure the safety of 
students driving in the area of 
the high school. He said they 
have formed a partnership team 
to eventually make a recommen¬ 
dation to the Wayne County Road 
Commission. The North-ville 
Public School Board has asked 
Rezmierski to gather information 
within two weeks to come to a 
resolution, he said. 

“The process is in place,” 
Rezmierski said. 

Rezmierski presented options 
that are being considered, 
including placing a traffic light in 
front of the school and at other 
intersections along Six Mile 
Road. He said the subdivision 


area surrounding the school will 
change within the next five years, 
and changes to the intersections 
are already planned. A possible 
problem with adding traffic 
lights, Rezmierski said, is drivers 
may time the lights and race 
through them. He also said if a 
traffic light is warranted in front 
of the school the district is oblig¬ 
ated to pay for it 

Werth said there were a total 
of 44 accidents on Six Mile Road 
between Sheldon and Beck roads 
from August 2000 to October of 
this year, with 21 of those acci¬ 
dents related to high school traf¬ 
fic. Werth said not all of the acci¬ 
dents were in front of the high 
school and not all were caused by 
students. 

Northville Township autho¬ 
rized a traffic count in front of the 
high school on Oct 25, three days 
after the accident, Werth said. A 
total of 9,176 vehicles were count¬ 
ed. Werth said he predicts the 
traffic count will rise once the 
subdivisions along the road are 
completed. The Wayne County 
Road Commission requires a 
count of 14,000 cars per day to 
warrant placing a traffic light, 
according to Werth. 

“My experience as an officer 
is that traffic lights cause more 
serious accidents,” Werth said. 

Rezmierski said the design of 
the school parking lot is also 
being reevaluated. He said the 
design was thoroughly looked at 
when the school was built to 


ensure the safety of students 
coming and going. It has been a 
very good driving situation so far, 
but the planned increase in the 
school population in the near 
future must also be considered in 
the reevaluation, he said. 

“The safety of students and 
staff is the main concern,” 
Rezmierski said. 

Werth said parents have sug¬ 
gested putting a crossing guard 
or police officer in the roadway 
before and after school to direct 
traffic. Werth said this is not an 
option, as it is dangerous to put 
anyone out in the street dining a 
non-emergency situation. 

Werth said he is considering 
parking a police vehicle near the 
driveway in front of the school to 
slow drivers down. He also said 
traffic patrols are heavier along 
Six Mile Road, and drivers must 
obey the 30 mph school zone 
speed limit 

Werth said some parents are 
suggesting students make a right 
turn out of the school, then doing 
a U-turn back onto eastbound Six 
Mile Road. 

“I would encourage parents 
not to suggest this because it is 


very dangerous,” he said. 

Rezmierski said another 
option is placing a flashing fiber 
optic sign around the 30 mph 
traffic signs that are already in 
place in front of the school. Werth 
said the fiber optics make the 
sign more noticeable. 

Rezmierski said an additional 
option is to limit the number of 
students driving to school from 
the current 600 to 190. He said 
free bus transportation is already 
being provided to students. 

Rezmierski said other options 
being considered are widening 
Six Mile Road to four lanes and 
placing left turn signals for all 
four directions at the intersec¬ 
tions of Six Mile and Sheldon 
roads and Six Mile and Beck 
roads. 

“Our team would have input 
in the decision, but no direct 
measure,” Rezmierski said. 

Werth said they are also con¬ 
sidering outlawing left turns out 
of the school parking lot 

Werth said Millenium Park, 
located across the street from the 
high school, may be closed to pre¬ 
vent students from parking there 
and crossing the street 


“This will be done only as a 
last resort,” Werth said, “as a con¬ 
sequence is that residents would 
not be able to use the park.” 

He said his department is 
looking into this option with the 
parks and recreation department 
and the school. They’re trying to 
encourage students not to park 
there, Werth said. 

Rezmierski updated the group 
on the condition of the students 
involved in the accident He said 
one student is still in the hospital 
and plans on coming home by 
Thanksgiving, and one is back in 
school. Rezmierski said he visit¬ 
ed the student still in the hospital 
and has been amazed by the stu¬ 
dent’s recovery. 

“If you’ve never believed in 
the concept of miracles, I have 
proof of one,” Rezmierski said.

The Canton Township Police Depart¬ 
ment responded to an incident at Canton 
High School last Tuesday morning 

According to Police Sgt Todd Mutcliler, 
a school security guard received word 
that there was going to be a fight on school 
grounds. Upon further inspection, the offi¬ 
cer encountered a group individuals who 
refused to disperse. The security guard 
then called the Canton police. 

“When our officers arrived on the 
scene they found a crowd of people 
watching this individual, who is a Canton 
High School student, who refused to be 
escorted off school grounds,” said 
Mutchler 

When officers attempted to search the 
student, he became resistant and dis¬ 
played defensive posturing, said Mutchler 
“The officers asked him to place his 
hands against the wall so that they could 
check him for weapons and then handcuff 
him,” said Mutchler. “It was at this time 
that the suspect crossed his arms and 
refused to cooperate with police.” 

Faced with a recalcitrant youth, offi-

cers were compelled to use force continu¬ 
um, said Mutchler. This is a police tech¬ 
nique that involves applying pressure to 
certain points of the body causing discom¬ 
fort to the suspect according to Mutchler 

“These techniques make the suspect 
uncomfortable and more willing to com¬ 
ply with officer’s request” he said. “While 
the technique may look harsh, it causes no 
injuries to the suspect Unfoitunately, we 
are sometimes forced to do this simply 
because we can not stand around all day 
waiting for a suspect to decide when he is 
ready to be handcuffed.” 

According to Mutchler, the 17-year-old 
student was then arrested without further 
incident The student was then cited for 
disorderly person and possession of 
tobacco. A charge of disorderly person is a 
misdemeanor that carries a penalty of up 
to 90 days in jail, said Mutchler.

‘Parking problem’ may 
be a people problem 

In virtually any downtown area, city officials, merchants and shop¬ 
pers alike often refer to “the parking problem.” 

Some municipalities have too much parking, which can a signal 
that the business district isn’t as vibrant as shop owners would like. 
Others have too little, which is a problem because it translates into 
frustrated shoppers and an eventual loss in business. Some munici¬ 
palities have plenty of parking, but an incoherent management sys¬ 
tem that can leave business owners and shoppers bewildered. 

In the City of Northville, members of the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) and the city administration recently took what they 
believed to be a proactive approach to manage the parking situation 
with the hopes that the new system would make the city more visitor- 
friendly. The plan was relatively simple - they would set aside the 
spots closer to the stores for the shoppers and people who would 
intermittently come into town to eat, browse through the shops or 
take advantage of other services. Spots further from the stores are set- 
aside for the employees that come into town and stay all day. It 
included an informational campaign, several weeks of “reminders,” 
and eventual enforcement 

Cify and DDA officials are probably surprised by the reaction the 
plan received. Objections came not from the shoppers or diners who 
came to town or from the police officers who spent part of their shift 
regulated to parking enforcement duties. The objections came, in 
large part, from the property and business owners themselves who 
said that their employees complained that they now had to walk an 
additional block to work Some of them even threatened to sue. 

This is a little bewildering on two levels. First of all, those of us 
who take pride in and try to promote the small town ambience of 
Northville - its unique shops and eateries and its pedestrian-friendly 
streetscape - have a hard time imagining that someone would object 
to walking through it It’s a beautiful downtown, and it would not be 
surprising if these businesses centered on that fact when they chose 
to establish their business there. 

Secondly, walking from the parking lots to the shops or other busi-

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Taking the test of time 


Well, I just got back from tak¬ 
ing the Michigan Education 
Assessment Program (MEAP) 
test, and boy is my brain tired. 

Districts throughout the state 
of Michigan sponsored a “Take 
the Test” week last week to give 
the general public - those who 
aren’t students and already know 
what a “joy” the test is - a chance 
to find out about the test that so 
often makes the news. 

Actually, it wasn’t as bad as I 
thought it would be going into it 
There were about 15 members 
from the Plymouth-Canton com¬ 
munity in the room that respond¬ 
ed the school district offer to take 
the test Many of them were ner¬ 
vous, the way I was. I looked at it 
as a form of concrete evidence of 
the gaps in my own education 
and I didn’t really relish the 
quantifiable proof I’m not very 
smart - proof I felt certain the 
test would give me. 

After the instructions were 
distributed and we all started 
taking the test, though, my ner¬ 
vousness faded. Sure, I thought I 


can do this. It helped that the first 
few questions were from the ele¬ 
mentary level tests. 

I must admit that my pulse 
quickened every time I read the 
instructions to a question that 
included the lines: combine this 
with what you already know, 
because I still felt that my own 
personal knowledge store is lim¬ 
ited. 

In the end I only missed a 
point on a graphing question. I 
tried to connect the dots and you 
apparently weren’t supposed to. 
The instructions didn’t give a hint 
one way or the other, and that’s 
the big difference between the 
MEAP tests and tests that some 
of us may remember from our 
own long-ago school days. 

Gone are the days where you 
have at least a 25 percent chance 
of guessing the right answer. 
Multiple choice questions are on 
the MEAP but after they select 
their answer, students have to 
explain why they picked that 
answer, and then back it up with 
evidence from the informational 



part of the 
question or 
from lessons 
they’ve already learned. 

They have to make intuitive 
inferences, pick morals from sto¬ 
ries or opinions from information 
provided and take a stand on 
them. And writing is an impor¬ 
tant part of virtually every 
answer 

The goal of the exercise is to 
show people how challenging the 
test is and to explain why it’s 
important to educational fund¬ 
ing. Here school districts in 
Michigan are at several disad¬ 
vantages. They’re faced with the 
prospect of taking something that 
was once a model for instruction 
and transforming it to their bread 
and butter. 

Improvement in school MEAP 
scores will get the schools a 
Golden Apple Award, but that’s 
for a 60-point increase in three 
years, and it’s difficult to attain 
that kind of improvement more

than once. Schools may also be labeled as 
failing schools, even though the grade 
point averages of the students are high, 
simply because they don’t continue to show 
improvement 

Some teachers don’t like the MEAP 
because they say teaching to it-takes up too 
much class time. It becomes the overriding 
force that drives the curriculum and it 
doesn’t leave much time for students, par¬ 
ticularly in the elementary grades, to have 
fun in school. 


I’ve had a lot of opportunities to visit 
schools at all age levels and see the great 
things going on there. I’ve talked with 
teachers in the Plymouth-Canton, 
Northville and now Wayne-Westland 
school districts and often remarked to 
them, after they’ve described their lesson 
plans and curriculum and the new tools 
they have available, that I wish I could go 
back through school again. 

The MEAP is a trade-off to that. I’d 
rather see teachers have more flexibility to 
teach their own way and allow students a 
chance to remember that they’re still kids, 
too.

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‘Dog’s best friends’ save a life

Community residents from the Detroit 
area and even other states recently rallied 
together to help out man’s best friend. 

Hop-a-Long, a brown and black 
Doberman mix found Nov. 1 near 
Rawsonville and Martz roads with a bro¬ 
ken leg, is now resting comfortably back at 
the Van Buren Township Animal Shelter 
following surgery Nov. 7 at Michigan 
Veterinary Special-ists in Southfield. He 
was returned to the shelter Nov. 9. 

Van Buren Township Animal Control 
Officer A1 Ostrowski picked up the injured 
dog, which already weighs 72 pounds, at 
Martz and Rawsonville roads. 

The animal attracted much attention 
recently after it was reported that he 
would be euthanized if enough donations 
weren’t raised to fund necessary surgery. 
The Van Buren Town-ship Animal Control 
Office has no fund to provide treatment for 
injured animals, according to Ostrowski. 

After the word was out, “Donations 
came from all over the Detroit area as well 
as from as far away as Chicago and

Louisiana,” Ostrowski said. “We’re still 
answering phone calls and witting thank- 
you letters.” 

Since the donations exceeded the 
amount required to fund Hop-a-Long’s 
surgery, donations are no longer being 
accepted for the dog Concerned citizens 
are still welcome to make contributions to 
the animal shelter general fund, however 

With the additional funding, “We’ll have 
money set aside so when we find another 
injured animal, it can go straight to the 
vet,” Ostrowski said. 

Dr. Joel Alsup, who performed the 
surgery, said that the dog had a fracture of 
the ulna, the human equivalent of one of 
the two bones in the forearm that forms 
the point of the elbow. “I think the fracture 
happened a couple of weeks ago,” he said. 
“He suffered some kind of trauma. I don’t 
know if he had been hit by a car or what,” 
the veterinarian said. 


“He handled the anesthesia and 
surgery fine and is resting comfortably. I 
have high hopes that he will have good 
function of the leg. There had been some 
healing that had taken place that I had to 
break down, but bones tend to heal well,” 
Alsup said. 

The veterinarian noted that the dog’s 
test for heartworms came back positive, 
and that he will be treated for this later in 
the month. 

“He’s so sweet We’ve all fallen in love 
with him,” said Chris Topolsky, client ser¬ 
vices representative at Michigan 
Veterinary Specialists. 

“He’s a lovable kind of guy,” Alsup 
added. 

Since no one has called to claim the dog, 
Hop-a-Long is available for adoption. “We 
have a list of about 30 to 40 people who 
have volunteered to take the dog in. We’ll 
be making calls and narrowing the list 
down to five to 10 homes, then further scru¬ 
tinizing potential adopters,” Ostrowski said.
